Neuher are p2odigious Birthes ( fo: that is the wombs, 
which now is in labour | ſimple 92 mecre miſtakings in Sod 
as if like a bungler ui ſome common trade, he were not his 
Crafts maſter: no, hee recciucth no leſſe honour trom the 
ſhape of a Ponſter, than from the rarcft piece of veautic, 
that euer was out of earth; no, we are all but one piece of 
clay, and as the Potter pleaſes, ſo are the veſſels made, ſome 
to baſe vſes, and others to noble: neither is the vecil to re 
pine and aske the wozkman : Why didſt thou make ine to no 
better purpoſe 7 

Ponftrous births are Poales in nature, they are Wens 
ſttckmg on her cheeke to diſgrace her: they are to man and 
woman mockerics of their p:ide : foz why ſhonld either of 
them with Dues baaſt of theit purple and rich cloathing, 
when an arme from heauen can ſtrike them in a moment, in 
wo the lepzoſte of Lazarus? That face and fozehead w? ich

thou painteſt foꝛ allurement, and ſo adozn'ft it with iewels, 


to ſhew the gloꝛy of thy riches , is moulded out of the ſame 


fleſh and bloud, of which a begger is framed , and which gi⸗ 
ueth faſhion to a ſtigmatick, and miſhapen creature. 

To checke therfoꝛe our vicious condition, who are pꝛoud 
of that which muſk rot, and conſumc with wozines bꝛed out 
of our owne coꝛruption: and to puniſh the ſinnes of ſome 
particular parents, God from time to time ſtriketh the womb 
of the mother, and doubleth his curſe, not onely in making 
her to bꝛing foꝛth with paine and dolour, but to bee deliuer ed 
with fearcfull and hoꝛrid ſhapes, to aſtoniſh the behslders, 
and affright the finfull b:ceders. 7 

Nhat man vnleſce the hammers of hell continually beat 
vpon his heart to harden it being a father to a ſon oz daugh- 
ter ſo blaſted in the natunty, but would at ſight of ſuch a hoy- 
roꝛ fall downe and die with ſozrow 2 oꝛ curſe himſelfe that e- 
ucr his finnes were ſo blacke and monſtrous, as to mouc the 
Almighty in his wꝛath to make his body, to be the begetter of 
an vgly Honftcr ! Say ſuch achilde ſhould liue to call hum 
father, how vnpleafing were the lound The very name ok, 
This is my ſonne, ſhould pꝛeſentlv ſtrike him cold to the heart, 
with, This is my ſhame; oꝛ rather, This is my ſinne: Fo? be 


aCured, that albeit women with childe, may by blowes, oꝛ o⸗ 


ther milfoꝛtunes miſcarry in their deliuerv, and bzing In⸗ 
fants into the woꝛld maymed in lunbes, oꝛ defo2mcd in coun⸗ 
tenance , and this cannot chuſe but be an vnſpcakablc ariefe 
to the afflicted father and mother; vet when Gods owne fin- 
gers ſhall cruſh the loynes in the wombe, and ſet his markes 


of fearefull diuine vengeance , on the bꝛeſt of an vnbozne - 


Babe, to turne it into a Ponfter, it is withontall queſtion, a 


reuenge and puniſhment foz ſome ertrao;dinary ſinnes in 


the Parents. God neuer giues a ſound patment but it is foz 
a ſure fault: when an Infant is bozne dumbe, deafe, oꝛ ina 
limbe miſhapen, he doth but ſhake the Rodde; but when the 
birth is pꝛodigious and beyond Nature, the ſtripes are deep, 
fo: then he is angred indeede, and at enery ſuch blome hee 
d;awes blond. Foz mer ages hereof haue had plentifull de- 

| | monltrations: 
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monſtrations: and theſe latter dayes of ours are too pꝛeg⸗ 
rant iu the like tramples. 

But omitting either of theſe, J beizech vou Chꝛiſtian 
Licavcrs to caſt your aſtoniſhed eves vpon this late⸗begot⸗ 
ten Obit of hoꝛroꝛ and miſerv, lately ſent into the Told, 
in Kent, ina plate not far from Feuerſham. Foz at a Fayme 
called Perre, ſtanding a quarter of a mile fromthe Zowne 
bez named, Apoze wavfaring waman beeing great with 
C1, but net noere her time, ſeeing the night approaching, 
ſte pt into an old Barne, there to tae vy her lodging. Where 
it pleaſed God foꝛ the punuſhment of hers and her huſbands. 
ſines/ befo2cher expected hower, to ſtrike her with papnes, 
ſo that there (hee fell in labour: And after many terrible 
thꝛowes of terroz and agomes, moꝛe then women commonly 
ſuffcc in ſuch ertremities, thee was after many toꝛtures, and 
tozments of Boule and body, deliucred of two Childzen : 
Zw mics thy were, not of gladnes, but of ſhame and ſoz⸗ 
row; not of £5therly cmbzacements, but of affrights and 
wonder. A b2other and faſter they were, and pet J know 
not whether {may (otcarme them: but if J could giue theſe 
names vnto them, vet neuer were Bꝛother and Siſter ſo vn⸗ 
like to one another, oꝛ to thoſe that did beget them. Foꝛ the 
onc was a woman perfectly framed in all her lumbes, lauing 
that the body was ppned away, and by that meancs, meagre 
and leane. But the ſecond inſoꝛtunate burden that came a 
long with her, was neither a Bzother no: a Diſter, but 
Both; ko: it was an Hermaphrodite, it was neither man 
noꝛ woman, but ſuch as you might call both man and woman: 
pet inclining rather to the fozure of woman than man, han 
ſsmely compoſed from the Nau downewards, but a Bon- 
ſter vpwards, and below the knzxs : fo; one leg was greater 
than the other; and either kote had no moꝛe then fowꝛe toes. 
Head it had none, no2 necke , but in the bꝛeſt ſtucke out a 
bunched peece of dcfozmed fleſh, which like a flap, beeing to 
bee lifted vp, it carried vnder ncath, the faſhion of a mouth 
with a tongue, and choppes, vet were they neither. Abouc 
this defozmed mouth, grew fo:th a tuft of hayze, the hn” 
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of a teſton, and moꝛe, and a full inch in b2edtt;: out of the right 
ſide, came a thing ine an arme,aiiog2ther foꝛmleſſe and with? 
out bones, 92 the true ſhape ot a hand, haumg two fingers 
ontip, towards either five _ It had no pop des: but pꝛints 
and markes like them in their places. e length of this 
diſpꝛopoꝛtioned creatur e was 13 inthes, 45 in cempaſſe 1; 
inches anda halfe. This was moꝛe fat and ſleſt iy tian the 
fozincr.

Father of iheſs nfoztunate papꝛe of Cwinnes, na 
meg unizif{ Henrie Haydhot: the Mothers name was Mar- 
thut, Ind being exam cd of their dwelling, they reported it 
had beene in Chelmest" 4 in Eſſcx. Theſe pietigious 
Virths were ſent to the wozldontte 25. of July nol [1 
being Samt lamcs his day) and were buried at Pretton a 
Toweuc neere Feuerſham: to behold whom, ſo long as their 
bodies reſted aboue earth, thouſauts of people came from all 
places, the miſery of the ſad mother, being relicued by much 
moner, which out of Chz uſtian compallion, many beſtowed 
vpon her.

perſons that dot witneſſc hereunto, and hath hen openly de 

clared, and publiſhed thꝛoughout the whele Zowne of Kun- 
heim, and chaunced as Fcreaftcr followeth. 

- A Cittzens wite in the ſayd Towne, a come!y woman 
"whoſe name fo? certaine cauſes J let paſſe being gre It with 
Child, andioked euere day, her husband being one that bad 
al;ictt ſpendalhis gods amongſt whoꝛes and thruce did not 
[cane the fame, but without any reoardof bis ie, 02 her 
tune ſo nevre, followed his naughtie accuſtomed vle. Foz be 
was rather amongſt other naughty companp, then in his 
houſe, oꝛ op his wife, which did not a little gricue his wife, 
who often rebuked hun, both with good and dad wordes: 11 
would not helpe, it made hun to be moꝛe carneſt ogauſt her, 
and to bſe her fo much the woꝛſe, the which grecned her very» 
ſsze. She beung nob great with Child, as afoꝛeſapd, up · 
on a tune her husband accompanted hunſelfe againe unth 
his compantons and who2es, yea in an open houſe, hee both 
dꝛuncke, daunced and leapt, both night and day, and ti1's d 

ſed all manncr of filthie concupiſcence with them. 

This caine to his wines eare, whereupon the hanivg in 
telligence thereof, was in a great chafe, ranne thithcr ii a 
furte, told hun his owne, and rebuked him fo? it, and ſapd: be 
ſhould ſome thing regard her great belly, and tarry at home. 
and leaue the companie of thoſe wicked women, fo2 ſtec bad 
but ſmall goodnoſſe at his hands, and hath ſcarce to cate 9! 
d2inke at hoinc. Per Yuſband little regarding her woꝛ ce;

ned like fire, and were vety great.

Dirtly, ut had two ho nes vpon his head, which hung 0:

In ſumme it was not found in any pointe like to a Shziſtt⸗ 


an body: but was very feacefull and hoꝛrible to behold. 

After that it had now with great trenibiing ald feare 
been ſeene of many men in the towne, and euerv man aſtony- 
de thereat, in the end they ſmotteredit betwirt two beds and 
lo killed it. 

My bꝛother in Chziſt, and Ucader hereok, let not this which 
is here declared, ſeeme a fabie vnto thee, fo; this and the like 
wonders, manp haue been heard of heere and there, as Pou⸗ 
ſters by Sea, fignes in the Apꝛe, both of men and cattell.

and call to God foz grace. 

Alſo this may be a loking glaſſe vnto euerv wedded 
woman, whereby to reframe caſhing out of ſuch vnad⸗ 
uſed woꝛds. like as 21d this afoꝛeſapd wife, her time of 
deliuerp being ſo neere, but rather to haue patience by 
pacifymn her wꝛath, and comunt all matters to almigh⸗ 
tv O OD, that hee may amend ail that, which in her 
husband is aniſſe, alſo to prop fog him, that it wil pleaſe 
Ood ſo to turne his heart, that hs may acknowledge his 
finnes, and ſo amen? his (infull life. The almightie 


SOD, wonadcriull in his creations, grant vs all his 


grace, that wee imap amend out wicked ltues, confeſſe 
his power, and haue cueriaſting life in Jeſus Chꝛiſt 
our Lozd, Amen.

Pthence that & O D ſpeaketh vnto vs by all his 
8 woꝛkes, our duety is, not to paſſe ouer lightly that 

which he cauſeth vs to heare : but rather to conſis 
der it ſo well and attentiuely, that the whole be refer⸗ 
red to that end, vnto the which it appertaineth. Me bath 
ſpoken vnto vs long time ſithente, byhis holy word, 
publiſhed and pꝛeached in theſe latter dayes ſo faithful. 
ly, that wee may ſap, that thoſe which haue lined befo:c 
vs, doe followe vs in this, very farre off. But alas 
the moꝛe he ſpeaketh, the leſſe we heare, and the hearts 
which ought torclent, doe ware the moꝛe hard; vea in 
ſteade of veeldung willingly vnto his obedience, there is 
ſuch a rebellion in the msſt part of men, that a great 
numbcr of them make themſelues viterly vnapt to 
learne. 

Neuerthcleſfc , foz all this hee ceaſeth not to ſet be 
foze vs, that whrch is to the furtherance of our ſaluæ 
tion, aſwell by his pzomiſ es ( whoſe effects are. felt and 
perceiued in the harts of thoſe, which loue hun and fears 

bum) as by his th;eatnings, by the whtch:his will ts, to

terrifie the hypocrites contemners of his Baiefkie , the 
11022 to increaſe their condemnation. Indeede, if being 
admonſhed, thꝛeatned and cozrecked, they ſtaltperſeuer 
t1therr wickedneſſe, without doubt Sod will continue 
is ſuſtice, and diſplay his true and ſeuere iudgement ein 
this woꝛld, to the contunance of it cucrlaſitngiy in the 
worlds to come. It is moſt certaine, that on what fide lo 
eucr a man turneth hunſelke, hem perceiue the ügnes 
oi the wꝛath of Cod, ingraued mal his creatures, whole 
age and wear ineſce in the ſleruice ot men, in their coꝛ rug 
tion, requiceth nothing moze then to be delinered front 
the oppꝛellion which they feele, thꝛough the wicked nee 
of ſuch as abuſc them, in dichonouring Sod, and follow 
ing their wicked will. 3 

The heauens are witnelle, the apze, the water, 
and the earth eetreth nothing elle. The plagues and in 
feuiuc dileaſes, which haue almoſt vipcopled the whole 
world, beare wicneſſe hereof. The koꝛren and cull 
warres which haue deſtroyed, and doe pet deſtroy the 
carth, doc declare it. The dearthes and famines which 
haue bꝛought, aid do bꝛing to rume many realms, doe 
ſhew the like. Neuertheleſſe they laugh, and mocke, no 
leſſe then in the dayes of Noe, whereas they ſhould ra 
ther pꝛepare the Arke to laue themſelues, when as the 
floud of the lake and cternall wdgeinent ſhall light vpon 
all creatures: toꝛ 1: ſeemeth td be euen already at hand. 
This Ache ſis vnkfained repentance , which hauing the 
true [care of God fo: the foundation, cauſeth men to be 
grieued and ſo:rowfull fo; their wickedneſſe paſt, with 
carcfull and moſt earneſt ſtudꝛe of well doing, fo: the 
tume ts come. To this repentance God doth call vs, by 
ſund2y and dtucrs waves, eſpecially by the fignes afoze- 
tolde by our ©autour Jeſus Chziſt, in the 24. Chap. of 
Saint Mathcw ,, which ſignes in theſe later dapes, hee 
dayly ſetteth befoze vs as foze rummers of his gloztous

Now our meaning is not, to ſpeake of things hap⸗ 
pened far hence, oꝛ long ſithence, neither of umpꝛeſſions 
oꝛ ſights ſeene in the ayze within theſe few Peneths. 
ſuch as are burning flames, the Sun doubled, yea tri⸗ 
pled, oʒ vet of thundꝛing 92 lightning in the middeſt of 
winter : but onelp of the Carti quake happened the firſt 
of arch, 16 1 5. acc92ding ta the ancient Almanack 
in the countreps of Lyqnois, Maſconois, Daulphin, Sa- 
uoy, Piedmont, Valles, Swyſſe, and» Burgonny, Noz 
vet to diſcourſe of the cauſes and effects thereof, as the 
naturall Philoſophers, accoꝛding to their pꝛofeſſion, are 
wont to doe: but to warne euer one, that ſeeing the 


_ earth ſhake th, we may take occaſion euery one of vs ge⸗ 


nerally, and particularly, to be affraideandquake in 
our hearts, conſidering the multitude of ſinnes, which 
ouerwhclane vs in this curſed tunc and extreme olde 
age of the woꝛlo : And alſo Hat it is not here beneath 
that we muſt loke foꝛ our aſſutcance, {erg that there is 
noting ſirme oꝛ ſtable but aboue in heauen. Foz as 
Biſtozies wund ſce vine vs, there haue ſeldome beene 
ſuch ſignes, but that there haue followed ſhoztly after 
moſt great and crueii calumities, conan and generall 
to all eſtates. And not to ſpeake cf thinges befalne 
elſewhere, wer will bꝛielcly touch ſuch things as are 
chanled in theſe quarters nere to the lake Lemanus, 
leauuig dnts others, to doe the like of that which happe⸗ 
ned to euerp one in his Countrey. 

The 1. of Parch 1615. halfe an houre befoze 12. of 
the day, the skie being moft clcare and faire, the Sunne 


ſhining, all ſodainely came the Earthquake , which 


laſted not aboue 10. 02 11. minutes by the ciocke , foz 

that one tune. It was cſpectally perceiued by the clics 

keting of the windowes, and craching of the honſes, 

ſhaking of trees, and ſtone walles, with a greatnoyſe 
and hollow ſound in the apze.

But tare- 
turne to our matter, not karre from tence thers haue 
becne other actidents, no lee lamentable then memo- 
rable. 

Foz vpon Hundau l being the ſetond ok Parch, the 
ſapd Sorth-auale rencwing bis fozce in the places of 
the higher ſide of the Lake , and beeing redoubled the 
Tuesday following, bath at mozning and at night, 
with wrde and ſnowe, chanced that which kolloweth, 
in aplite ſuhiec tothe Souereigmtyof Berne, diſtant 
from the laid ſide of the Lake two houres iournep, from 
a Towne called Aule, about foure gunne ſhottes: and 


this happened the Wedneſday following , beung the 


fourth of Harch, betwirt nine and tenne of the clocke 
in the moꝛning. A grceatquantitie of earth rowling e- 


uen as it were a huge ſtreame of raging water, falling 


from the toppe of a moſt high Nocke) from the tops of 
the Pountaines, glaunced a farre off, and as ſome ſap. 
about one league, the which was not ſo much by the 


- naturall motion, (which is from a high place vnto a 


we as being dziuen by windes and erhalations ming- 
amongſt it. Thi 
[ 
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This earth was ſo dzꝛiuen, that in one inſtant it co- 
uered the places neere the valley, vpon the which it fell, 
end in carrying bekoꝛe it ali the earth that it mette, the 
ſame was cleanc taken away. the which was moze ecſi- 
ly bought to palle, bp reaſon that it was moued by the 
Carthquakes 1 ſtirring winds, aſwell as the firſt carth 

hich dꝛiued it: ſo that it channced inthis, as commonly 
we ſee vpoa the lake o; tempeſtuous ©ca, whereas one 
wanc is violently dꝛiuen by an other. Che diſcent + val⸗ 
lep did not onelp adtoyne themſelues vnto it, but that 
which is moſt ſtrange, the little hilles vpon low places, 
and the valleyes were ſhaked like wiſe. Meere is fur⸗ 
thermoꝛe to be noted, that the place wher this remouing 
was, is right againſt a Cliffe cauſed by many hilles and 
bye plates, that are commonly whereas the rockes of 
the hilles meccte and touch together. Ouer againſt, tn 
the vſſue of this Clyffe, was the higher ſide of Cozbery, 
a little village oꝛ hamlct, containing about 8. houſes, 
25. barnes, t 3. water milles. The carth fell from a- 

boue vpon the ſaid village ſo violently, that in a mo 
ment all was couered, one houſe ercepted, whercas a 
thing moſt wozthy to bee marked, chanced. The ma 
ſtcr of the ſaid houſe, being aſtonied and amazed,thzough 
the erceeding great noyſe, whichhe beard, ſaid to his 
wife, he did verily belecue the end of the wozld to bee 
came, and that it was neccſlary topzay to GOD to 
haue mercy on them. UWhereupon without delay knee 
ling downe in their houſe, they perceiued ſuch fruit ans 
pꝛollt of their pꝛapers, that the carth which rowled as 
ts afozeſayy, paſſed oner their houſe in a manner as a 
huge wane, without any harme to the houſe, oz any 
within it, ſauing that, the Paſter hauing his hat pear 
cod, was hurt in the head. As concerning the other 
houſes and barnes, they were all thꝛowns downe, and 
almoft coucred with earth. CThert chances alſs in the 
ſapd place, another thing not to bee omitted, that is to 
| ſay,

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ſap, a child of a quarters age was found ſafe and aline 
in the cradle (as he is vet, ti anus be to O O D)hauing 
his mother found dead by him. The manner of it was 
this, the mother vpon the noiſe of the houſe falling, ſee 

king to ſaue ber Child, claſped the cradle in her armes, 
whercwith all the houſe fell, and ſhs meſt pittifully bꝛu⸗ 
ſed, was found dead, the Child beuig aline and ſaie, as 
is afozelgyd. The lic be fell to a maid chiid ofa peere 
old, which was found whole and aliue among the ruincs 
of a houſe. As touching the water milles, they were 
all bzeken, and in one of them happened another ſtrange 
thuig : koꝛ being very low ſituated, the axeltree with the 
whale, were found whole together in the top of a hill, 
which was higher then the ſard Pill 500. paces oz 
ſte pyes. The number of men which periſher in this

The lower the earth drſcended, the mozs this mis 
happe increalcd: foꝛ falling vpon the nert village, called 
luorn, winch was lcwer, and at the fote of the hul, 
whereupon the lerd Corbety ſtood, there periſhed of 
men 93. oz a 100. 3 ſome affirme moꝛe of 
thouſcs $2. barnes 18 Lee, milles z. of Aincs; 9. 
Acres: of Tuns of Tune 236. of Neate 166. of calues 
112, Lazles and Barcs 43+ Dherpe 108. alſo great a 
bunvance of Co:nc, all kind of fodder fo2 Cattell, with 
great quantity of houſhold ſtuffe: to bee bꝛiefe, this 
Unlage was well furniched with all kins of things, and 
was eſtecmecd one of the beſt in all theſe quarters. 

The ſituation of it was vpon a diſcent not fteepe, but 
lope and ſtretched out from the Caſt to the Weft. The 
ground was ſo fertul, that they reteiued enery perre ;. 
crops, as Wheat, Pillet, 4 n. Furthermoze,a- 

C mongſt 
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mont them were neither pooꝛe, noz begger, but eue⸗ 
rp one cuen to the very lcaſt, lived on their goods any 
labour, becing a people very th2ining and painelſull, 
voyd of all cuull pꝛactices, as vſurie, contentions and 
ſuites, as all their neighbours doe witneſſe of them. 

It is ſaid alſo, that the afoꝛeſaid falling of the carth, 
was ſo ſudden, that no pcllet cut of any gunne could be 
inoze ſwift, then all this ſaid remoning wasyaſt. O 
ther repoꝛt, that a farre off they beheld about 20. per: 
ſons, the moſt being women, and child2en, wt! 1c! com 
ming downe a hill to ſaue themlclues, were ouertaben,

and ouerwhelned with the ſavd falling of the carth. 


The moſt that periſhed were wonicii end C:,uib2en, 
by reaſon that moſt of the men were at labour in the 
fields. In this great affiiaion, SO O hath vſed 
ſuch mercy, that of cuery houſheld, ſome were ſaued, 
either men oz Childzen, WBozeoucr, beides the molk 
fearcfulland terrible confuſton, wich the falling of che 
earth cauſed, becuig mingled with great ſtones that 
mounted in the ap;s», there was lcene intimte ſpariiies 


al fire, with a great and darke cloub, fc0:11 le which div 


pꝛoc ede a moſt l rong ſmeil of 25: nſtone.; 
At the length the car ih ſlared it elfe, 1oynuin toge 
ther 2. houſes, which ace at this preſent tune landing 


whole, laden on one ide with carth, tot! cialte height 


of the walles, without anvotlerhurt: beſides theſe, 
there remaincth pet 7. o: S. Lbeulcs, with as many 
barnes and other countrey haulcs. 

The length of this dilcentis from the toppe of the 
mountaue, vnto the 2. ſavdhouſes. The ſbꝛedthis of 
12. Arpantes, the depth is in ſome places leſſe then in 
ſome other: towards the ſide it 1s about two mens depth. 
It is a marueilous tb ing, that in all this dilcent (a 
extended, whereas the houſes were, itis ſo plaine, 
that it ſeemeth as a poꝛt ion of earth beene newly tilled 
and harrowed, without any appearance of the ruine ot

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the ſayd houſes, na moꝛe then if there neuer had beens 
anp : and that which is moze, few oꝛ no ſtones are to be 
ſecne. From the place where the remouing toke his 
beginning, vnto the 2. honſes, where it reſted, it is all 
as but one ruine, where there is but one houſe to bee 
lenc. - | | 
In Aille the middle rofe tiles of the Church fell 
downe, without that any other moued. Not farre from 
this place fell arocke downe from a hill, the which was 
ſtayed in a cliffe of the ſaid hill, without any hurt. Ba- 
ny chimneis fell downe, many wals were rien, by rca- 
ſon of the reiteration of the earthquake, vpon lundꝛy 
dates. Yard by a place called Mortcru, the Lake hath 
ext teded his odinary bꝛedth twenty paces , hauing ca- 
ried away a poꝛtion of a Uine-yard, the which they ſay 
was ſwallowed vp by opening of the carth. 
| Some ſay , that at a Towne called Ville Neutue and 

in other places, adtoyning vnto the ſame , the Carth⸗ 
quake was ſo violent, that whole tunnes of wine were 
raiſed vpon their end. At Veuey many chumneis were 
caſt downe, many houſes looſened , and amongſt. the 
vines de I Auau, certame walles were onerth2owne. 
The Magiſtrates of Bearne, in whoſe ſoucraignty theſs 
ſapd things happencd , haue appointed men , 02 officers 
to looke and pꝛouide fo: thoſe men, that yet hung haue 
loſt their friends and ſubſtance. 

Now let cycry man iudge of theſe things, as thc 


feare of God ſhall dir ed him. It is well knowne what 


the Philoſophcrs doe affirme to bee the cauſes of ſuch 
Earth quakes; but if one doe weigh the diuerſity of 
their opinions, it will bee found that we muſt ſerke hv- 
er fo2 the cauſes her eot, then in the ſtarres, hre, waters, 
bapours , crhalationg and windes included in the bow 
els of the carth, to the which thev cleaue full faſt: And 
that wer ay come vnto the cauſe: touched by the P29- 


phet, In tye 114. Pſalms, where her ſayth: —

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the — of the Almighty the earth leaped, as the ſcarred 
Rammes in the ficldes , and the hilles like trembling

F urthermoze , to indge of thoſe whom God hath ſa 
viſited, wee muſt. remember » that it doth onely apper⸗ 
taine vnto God, to whom the iudgement muſt bee left, 
without concluding „that thoſe of Inorne were greater 
ſinners then we, acco2vnifx to that which our Sauiour 
Jeſus Chziſt teacheth vs, in the thirteenth Chapter of 
Saint Lake, ſpeaking of the. Galileans, whoſe bloud 
Pilate had mingled with the ſacrifices , and of thoſe vp- 


on whom. the Tower of Sylo fell: bat wee muſt per 


ſwade our ſclues that ext ept we do repent, we ſhal like 
wiſe periſh. God is not vntuſt, but contrariwiſe his 
wozkes are as a battomleſſe pit, vnſcarchable to men, 
into the which wer ought neuer to enter, but to ay our 
ſelues in wo2ſhipping with reuerence his incompꝛe- 
henſible wiſedome. Surely, if we doe not condemne all 
thoſe, which were dꝛowned by the waters of the floud; 

neither all thoſe which were deſtroyed by the fire falling 
vpon Sodome, and other places adiopning vnto it foz 
there were many childꝛen innocent in the tranſgreſſi- 


on ot the aged ) : farre leſle ought wer to haue an euill 


ſuſpition of thoſe, which were not lo giuen ta ſinne ag 


other men. 
Laodicea, Coloſſi, and Hieropolis were ouerwhel⸗ 


med by an Earth quake. In Ala firſt fourteene Cities, 


and ſithence twelue. In Thracia 11. and in Affrica one 
hundzed haue bene deſtroyed by Tarthquakes hereto- 


;foze. Nicodemia, Antiochia, Alexandria, Conftantino- 


ple, and other places infinite haue beene hazarded by 


Earthquakes. And who ſhal ſap, that ſo many condem- 


ned plates as were then in the woꝛld, ſhould rather haue 


eſcaped; then the places afozenamed :? Certainty, if - 
' God ſhould haue reſpec onto the finnes of men, one vil- 


lage ſhould not haue felt his —— hand: but all the 
wozld, 
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world, eſpecially the great Cities, whereos the great 
and wicked ſinners bee, and the moſt fearcfuli ſinnes 
committed. But it plcaſed Sed, to beate the Deage be- 
foze the von, to puniſh the lcaft ſinners befoꝛe the grea- 
teſt, to cut downe the naturall Olpue, befoze the wilde 
and tie arecne wood befoꝛe the ſeare. 
et vs then wonder at the great patience of Sod, 
thot bearct!; fo much wich this world, and let vs ſo ac 
cO:mt ef bis u'ſtice, that it behercafice to haue recourſc 
to his mercie, the which J pap hun, that be will 
vouchſafe to ſhewe vs, through Tecus 
Chꝛiſt, his onely Sonne, our 
Lozd and ꝓediatour.
